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MAKE YOUR OWN LAWN 

Many people are anxious,to put 
in their lawns but are reluctant: to 
tackle the job because they do not 
know -enough about the various steps 

_ it takes to; make a good lawn It 

must be realized that all the details 
favolved in making a good lawn 
cannot be fully dealt with in this brief 
article but some of the tlighlights of 
lawn making experiences’ at the Do- 
minion Experimental Station may be 
of assistance. 

The basic n=w fiir a good lawn is 
a good soil, If the sub soil is base- 
ment clay or similar, poor soil., re- 
move al] refuse left by the builders 
and apply several inches of well 
yotted manure and work it in well. 
When this is done the: permanent 
grade should be made and the lawn 
area then‘be allowed to settle. Then 
apply the topsoil to a depth of four 
to six inches. A uesful guide for 
determining the grade is to have a 
very gentle slope away from the 
house and to have the top soil level 
almost as high as the street side 
walk, Once. the grade has been 
established the sojl should be raked 
and rolled until a firm powdery seed 
bed is obtained. 
' Grasses to be used. For the aver- 
age lawn a mixture is recommended 
consisting of three parts by weight 
of Kentucky Blue grass to one part 
of Creeping Red Fescue applied at 
three to five pounds per 100 square 
feet of lawn surface. ‘Where White 
Putch Clover is desired add one 
Ounce to five pounds of grass seed, 
fora finer lawn that responds to a 
reat deal of attention use Kentucky 
Blue grass at five pounds to 1000 
pguare feet.

WIDOWS OUTNUMBER 
WIDOWERS—CENSUS 

Every census of Canada since Con- 
federation /:as shown a consiteratl 
greater number of widows than 
midowers, The ratio has been some 
what more than two widows to every 
widower in each census year evysert 
1921 and 1931. Since 1941, the pro- 
portion appears to have cont’nued to 
increase and the Ninth Decennial 
Census to be taken in June this year, 
will probably show a substantial ris: 
in the Isat ten years. 

Fifty years ago,-according to the 
1901 census, there were 161,000 
widows and 74,000 widowers, or just 
over two to one, The ratio wes nearly. 
tie same at the time of the 1941 cen 
sus, when 354,000 widows and 171,- 
000 widowers were enumerated. This 
was higher than in 1931, as already 
mentionsd, and latest available esti- 
mates for the ten provinces, which 
place the number of widows in 1949 
at 447,000 as against 183,000 widowers 
indicate a further rise of nearly five 
to two. If this year’s census shows 
a similar proportion, it will be the 
hirhest recorded. ' f 

The excess of widows over widowers 
is common in all provinces, thie ratios 
varying slightly. The estimates for 
1941 show the highest ratiog in Prince 
Edward Island, Nove Scotia, Ontario, 
Manitoba and British Calumbia and 
the lowest in Quebec and Saskatche- 
wan. 

One reason for the excess of widowe 
over wi dowers is that the expectancy 
of life of females is greater than that 
of males, At birth it is 69 years come 
pared to 65 for the male child, 
Secondly, it is customary for the hus- 
band’s age to exceed the age of his 
wife. In 1941 wives of men in 
the age group 35-64 were, on the av- 
erage, four years younger than their 
husbands, and in the age group 65 and 
over six years younger, It would thus 
be expected that the death of the 
tusband would occur eariler than of 
the wife. A third reason is that a 
higher percentage of widowers than | 
of widows remarry.

THERE ARE MORE THAN 17,000 blind Canadians at the present time 
and of these 10,517 draw pensions according to a recent report issued by 
the Department of National Health and Welfare, This number has in- 
creased by 950 in the past year and those receiving pensions include 171 
in’ Newfoundland and two in the Yukon, The report draws attention to 
the fact that there is not a sufficient number of oculists in Canada to pro- 
vide adequate care for those with failing sight and it suggests also that 
there is need for at least two hospitals to treat eye cases and to train 
+ oculists. “The present eye treatment facilities and the number of prac- 
ticing oculists would be entirely inadequate to meet the needs of any 
comprehensive health scheme” the report states, 
¥ * * * * * 

Many blind people are equipped to earn all or part of 
Mafty Earn their living, but pensions are provided for those who 

are without means or to augment the incomes of those 
Own Living who do not have sufficient for their needs. To receive 
a pension a blind Canadian must be over twenty-one years of age, must 
have lived in Canada for twenty years and have need of the pension. The} 
work which is being done in equipping blind people to overcome their handi- 
cap and in providing them with pensions is commendable, but it is apparent 
that there is need also for attention to the prevention. of blindness and to 
providing more facilities for the care of those suffering from eye diseases.

‘49 Crop Insurance 
Reaches $22 Million 


OTTAWA, — Payments under the 
crop-insurance plan of the prairie 
farm assistance act were $22,046,709 
for the 1949 crop year, according to 
the annual ‘return tabled in the com- 
mons, 

Heaviest payments went to Sask- 
atchewan, which had 49,658 awards 
amounting to $15,374,262, In Alberta, 
there were 33,442 payments totalling 
$6,339,358. Manitoba had 2,072 pay- 
ments of $333,089. 

The report showed the hardest-hit 
areas in the three provinces were 
these: 

Saskatchewan—West of the third 
meridian and south of the South 
Saskatchewan river. 

Alberta — From the Red River 
north to about 20. miles north of Cor- 
onation, west to Sullivan L&ke and 
east to the Saskatchewan boundary.

Mr. Thompson said Lee was devel- 
oped by the University of Minnesota 
in co-operation. with the United 
States department of agriculture 
from crossing Hope with Timstein in 
1939 and was first received in Can- 
ada for testing in 1947. The variety 
was licenced and placed on the list 
of varieties eligible for registration 
last year. 

Lee is a hard red spring wheat, 
bearded variety with smooth white 
chaff and is resistant to leaf rust, 
out-yielding present standard varie- 
ties in areas where leaf rust is an 
important factor, but not in other 
areas. It has out yielded Redman 
agd* Thatcher in Manitoba by 2.5 
bushel& for the four-year period 1947- 
50 and is classed as a medium early 
variety but is on the average two 
or three days later than Redman 
and Thatcher. In quality it is equal 
to Marquis, Mr. Thompson said. / 

Although Lee is classed as a strong 
strawed variety it has less present 
standard varieties and is susceptible 
to loose smut and under certain field 
conditions may tend to shatter.

This Spring, with so much frost- _ 
lamaged and damp grain on farms, 
no secding operation in Western 
Canada will be more important than 
depth of seeding. 

Know Your Seed. The use of 
‘rost-damaged or damp grain for 
seed should be avoided if at all 

possible, The risks are too great. 
No farmer should use frosted or 
‘damp grain with the expectation 
‘hat he can improve its vitality; 
that is, ite germination and seedling 
vigour, by seed treatment. It just 
can’t be done} Don’t treat your

Be sure 
und use the rate of seeding that. will 
vompensate for the decreased vital- 
.ty of the seed you are sowing. This ©

Depth of Seeding. Frozen or damp
